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Governor Wagemaker 


To Retire After 37 
Years With Govt. 


His Honor Lt. Governor I. 
Wagemaker, Aruba’s chiet 
civil authority for the past 
16 years, will retire this 
month after service of 37 
years in the Netherlands 
Overseas Government. As his 
retirement date approached, 
his chief hope has been to 
see the liberation of Holland 
and the. complete defeat of 
Germany before he _ relin- 
quished his office May 831. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wagemaker 
will leave Aruba for Cura- 
cao early in June, en route 
to the United States. After 
a medical trip to Boston 
they hope to visit their 
daughter in Washington. 
Following this they plan to 
retire to a quiet place in the 
country” until it is possible 
to return to Holland, where 
he hopes to engage in some 
form of welfare work that 
will give him an opportunity 
to assist. the stricken population, 

Mr. Wagemaker, who is 60 this year, 
came to Aruba December 16, 1928. He 
was especially well-suited for the post 
of Gezaghebber, since oil was the coming 
thing in Aruba, and he had had long 
experience in the relations between Go- 
vernment and the oil industry during 
his years of work in the Netherlands 
East Indies, where he lived from 1912 
to 1928. 

He first entered Government service 
in 1904, and except for an interlude of , 
private business from 1916 to 1920, re- 
mained with the Government until his 
retirement. 

Practically all of Aruba’s great de- 
velopment as an industrial center came 
after Mr. Wagemaker’s arrival here, and 
his administration was a burdening one, 
taking in as it did the growing pains” 
of the oil industry, the period when

Mr. Wagemake# came here from the East Indies where he had been a very succes3s- 
ful administrator in the oil producing region of Sumatra to give Aruba the benefit 
of. his experience when it was beginning to take the limelight as the oil refinery 
center of the world. He has had a great part in the development of this island and 
its population in the change from a rural to an industrial community. The problems 
confronting Mr. Wagemaker in these sixteen years have been many and varied. He 
solved them with his talent of patience, common sense and fairmindedness. There 
have been no clashes or disturbances in our cosmopolitan community. and many 
have wondered that such harmony could be achieved in the course of such radical 
and swift changes in the social structure. Those who know realize that most of the 
credit must go to Mr. Wagemaker for his practical understanding and executive 
ability. 

The Curacao Government has been exceedingly fortunate in having Mr. Wagema- 
ker as Gezaghebber of Aruba. Most of us foreigners have gained our whole exper- 
ience with the Kingdom of the Netherlands, its system of government, its ideals and 
policies from our contacts with Government Officials in Curacao and Aruba. Mr. 
Wagemaker has personified the high qualities of his Government and made _ us 
admirers of Holland and its people who have been called the ’’Indomitable Dutch’ 
in this war for Freedom and Liberty. We shall surely miss this upright, loyal citizen 
of the Netherlands. 

With sadness in our hearts we bid ’’Farewell’’ to ’’Governor’’ Wagemaker with 
best wishes for his happiness and continued success in any future service which 
his Government may give him in its task of restoring the Netherlands to its true 
place with the pegce-loving people of the world.

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Esso ~Fanker>is First ° 
To. Down Enemy’ Plane 


This is the story of the first American 
oil tanker to shoot down an enemy 
plane. 

Although her Navy gun crew made 
the kill near Leyte during the Philippine 
campaign, it was not until the tanker 
arrived at an East Coast port, wearing 
the silhouette of a Japanese twin-engin- 
ed bomber on her stack, that the story 
could be told. 

It was after unloading her cargo of 
fuel at Leyte and while proceding with 


‘a convoy to a supply base that the Esso 


Rochester of the Standard Oil Company 
(N.J.) fleet was attacked by a bomber 
that earlier had failed to hit the carriers 
of a nearby task force. . 

Highlighting the story of the en- 
gagement, as told by the skipper, Capt. 
Frank Pharr of Staten Island, N.Y., was 
praise for the split-second marksman- 
ship of the Navy gun crew that went 
into action with anti-aircraft weapons 
and the vessel’s 3-inch gun. The Navy 
gunners were assisted by members of 
the ship’s crew, in accordance with the 
request of the War Shipping Administra- 
tion that merchant marine personnel 
familiarize themselves with the weapons 
of their vessels. 

It was about 9:50 one morning, after 
meeting a friendly task force, that the 
Esso Rochester got in her lick after 
sweating out several night raids with 
silent guns because of the convoy rule 
that flashes of gunfire from merchant- 
men would betray their position to the 
attacking planes. 

But in daylight it was a different story 
and when a lone bomber swooped down 
toward the carriers in the task force, 
the Esso Rochester’s gun crew awaited 
their chance. Forced to wheel away from 
the carriers because of intense anti-air- 
craft fire, the Jap bomber disappeared 
into the clouds to prepare for another 
run. This time the medium bomber, 
known as a "’Sally”, made for the con- 
voy. Passing over a destroyer, whicn 
immediately opened fire, the bomber 
headed in the direction of the tanker. 

As it came into range, the gun crew 


of the Esso Rochester let go with the 3-. 
inch gun forward and the 22mm. anti-_ 


aircraft batteries. According to Mate 
Edwin C. Geick of Bayonne, N. J., 
who was on the bridge during the attack, 


the gunners immediately scored a hit on 


the Jap’s starboard motor. With one 
motor dead and in flames, the plane 
wavered. As the firing continued, it lost 
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A silhouette and Japa- 
mese flag, denoting a 
plane shot down, are 
proudly displayed on the 
stack of the "Esso 
Rochester’”’. The ship, 
first tanker in World War 
fl to down an_= enemy 
plane, made the kill near 
Leyte during the Philip- 
pines campaign. 


altitude rapidly and is believed to have 
been hit by at least one of the heavy 3- 
inch shells. It plummeted into the sea less 
than 150 feet from the tanker’s port bow. 
The force of the bomber’s explosion as it 
hit the water hurled part of the wreck- 
age far enough to land on the tanker’s 
foc’stle head. The plane sank immed- 
iately with its crew. 

After the engagement, the Esso 
Rochester was authorized by the escort 
commander to take credit for bringing 
down a Japanese plane and won the right 
to wear a stencil of its victim on its 
stack. The emblem pictures a twin-engin- 
ed plane with its nose pointed straight 
down. Below it, painted in red and white, 
is the rising sun flag of Japan. 

Formal confirmation of the kill was 
contained in a letter from the Navy 
Department to M. G. Gamble, assistant 


general manager of the. Marine Depart-:

Safety Shoes Save Foot 
From 500-Pound Weight 


Jaime Hazel, pipefitter, says he ”al- 


ways wears safety shoes’. That’s a good 
thing to be able to say, as he discovered 
May 15, when the header plate from an 
aftercooler, weighing nearly 500 pounds, 
fell on his foot. 

He and two other men had just taken 
the plate, two inches thick and bonded 
with lead, off of the channel head, and 
were rolling it a few feet away in order 
to lay it flat on the ground. When the 


_ plate struck a small obstruction it lost 


balance and fell, striking his foot and 
breaking two toes. 

The leather over the toe of the shoe 
was cut, but the steel toe-box was not 





even dented. Investigation proved that 
his foot had been resting on a_ small 
chip of rock when it was hit, so that 
while the steel cap of the shoe protected 
his foot from above, the pressure over 
the pebble broke the toes from beneath. 

But without the protection of those 
safety shoes, his foot might have been 
badly crushed.
